Our proposal is that 
free coinago of silver be permit- 
ted; not freo in the sense of there 
being no charge, but in the sense 
that any person. taking silver -to 
the mint and asking for silver coin 
of the realm should have it on 
payment of the minting charges. 
This silver coin would contain, 
with the nelessary minimum. of 
alloy, its face value in silver, 
reckoned at 4s. an ounce. shil- 
ling and the other pleces “would 
weigh a litle more than the de- 
based coins now in circulation, on 
which the British Government 
made a rather sordid profit, by 
taking 26 million ounces out of its 
previous purer silver currency, and 
dumping most, of it,on the Eastern 
silver market, thus helping to de+ 
press the price of silver and res- 
trict the sale of British goods in 
the East. “Empire bimetallim 
would! give us one excellent and 
|welcome thing—a ‘coin with En- 
pire currency. On the English 
florins besides the words now 
stamped on it,- could be stamped 
others, showing the number of 
cents and the number of annas 
that.jt was worth on its silver con- 
tent in Canadian and Indian enr- 
rency. , Australia, South Africa 
and New Zealand already reckor- 
ing in pounds and shillings, these 
bimetallic silver coins could sir- 


culate everywhere in the Empire.: 


at their declared intrinsic value, 
without. any exchange. 

Provision of a universal Empire 
coin, while important and conveni- 
ent, is nevertheless a comparative- 
(ly trifling matter. _The overwhelm- 
jing advantaye of returning to bt- 
metallism is that of stopping the 
rot in British industry and. saving 
millions of producers throughout 
the - Empire ‘from ruin. ‘ The 
world’s annual production of il- 
ver is only about 265 million 
ounces, If it were all coined: and 
raised.in price from 1s. an ounce 
to 4a. it would add £51,000,000 to 
‘the world's currency—to the im- 
imense advantage of the world’s 
business; though not to the further 
enrichment of: the gold owners, 
whose power would ,.be Icasened. 
No longer, when there were other 
[sources for obtaining currency and 
credit, would those in need of it 
be driven to beg for it on thelr 
termy. Britnin's example in auch 
a_reform might ar might not be 
followed by other nations. All 
but America and France are so 
short of gold, that it probably 
would. If not, payment of debts 
abroud might reduce the gold in 
Britain to a very small amount. 
Bul what matter, since silver 
could replace it an the basis of in- 
ternal credits, and for external 
trade with silver using countries, 
to any extent required? And the 
retention of the gold standard by 
other countries, if Britain adopted 
bimetallism, would give a peculiar 
impetus to British export trade. 


Up to the ‘eighties of Inst cen- 
tury, when Britain had a gold 
‘standard, and most . other coun- 


tries used silver, foreignera who, 


sold their goods here had a power- 
ful inducement to buy British 
goods, ‘even though similar goods’ 
could be bought cheaper elsewhere. 
British payments to them were 
reckoned in gold; ‘they did not 
want gold, but stlver, and they 
could do better business for them- 
selves, by turning British gold 
standard money into British goods, 
and selling them at home for marks 
or franca or lire, than by exchang- 
ing English money’ direct into 
their own currencies; Then—im- 
portation of foreign goods much 
more automatically brought about 
‘a corresponding export of Britfah 
goods than it docs to-day. To-day 
the purchase money for foreign 
goods is paid in pounds based on 
the same gold standard as the dol- 
‘lars, marks or francs, that the 
‘seller desires. He can change his 
‘pounds into these advantageously 
jand spend the proceeds, not in 
iEngland but elsewhere. When 
, England used gold ‘and other coun- 
jtries wanted silver the difference 
jin standards constrained foreign 
sellers to Thy British goods.
